OPPOSED DERRY 
GRANT.

A request from Queen’s University, 
Felfast, to strike a rate of not less than 
a farthing in the & or make a capitation 
grant. to the University, which is badly in 
need of funds, was strongly opposed by 
Alderman Sir John TicFarland, Bart., at 
the annual meeting on Saturday last of 
Derry Corporation, 

A BIG DEFICIT. 

Ir support of the University’s appeal, Dr. 
[ivingstone, Vice Chancellor, ap eared be. 
fie the Corporation, and pointed out that 
only £64 was spent in Northern Ireland per 
student on university edueation, whereas in 
ihe poorest British universities £90 a wear 
“é Queen's University, therefore, 
was severely handicapped in its work. He 
desired to emphasise the fact that Queen’s 
University was not a Belfast university, but 
really the university of the Six Counties. 

Last year the deficit on the Univetsity was 
between £3,000 and £4.000. This vear it 
wontd be between £5,000 and £6,000, and 
next year, in spite of raised fees, the deficit 
would be, between £2,000 and £3,000. The 
number of students had gone up ftom 500 
betore the war to 1,077 at present. §Mean- 
while. the income of the University had in- 
mm £38,000 to £866,000 only. and, 
of course, every additional student meant a 
pit of a loss. The fees had been raised 
twice since the war, and could not be raised 
in without inflicting an injustice on the 
students.

HIGH TAXATION. 

Commenting on the question of taxation, the 
report, says :—' Your Council regret to record 
that high taxation, and the heavy cost of 
Government, together with the general de- 
pression in trade, have raised the cost of-liv- 
ing and increased unemployment. It is to be 
hoped that the Minister of Finance will in- 
troduce a supplementary estimate modifying 
the road tax in such manner as will safeguard 
our great motor car industry, and enable the 
large factory in Cork to increase its large 
ag of nearly half-a million pounds a year. 

"hile offering criticisms of this kind from 
time to time, the Council desire it to be 
understood that they do so in no captious 
spirit, as they fully appreciate the great boon 
which the Government has conferred on the 
whole country by the restoration of law and 
order.”’

and Efficiency Committee of civil servants to

PERFORMANCE BY DRAMA

“ Dr. Knock,” the play which was produced 
at the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, last night by 
the Dublin Drama League, it a terrible and 
unfair satire on the modern practice of the 
science of medicine. Its holding up of the 
profession of curing to ridicule is so clever 
and, at the same time, so subtle that a general 
presentation of the play to the ordinary, semi- 
educated theatre audience would do an im- 
ménsity of harm to the campaign against 
disease in all: its forms.

Knock about to take over the

St. Maurice will be a changed place in three 
months. He also gives the information that, 
although he had been practising medicine for 
many years, he had only just qualified as a 
doctor. As a boy he read all that he could 
Jay hands on in the literature of patent medi- 
cines, and from that had learned the secret of 
how to make a fortune as a doctor. He would 
nave the word health removed altogether from 
the dictionary. 

In the second act he is in his consulting 
room, having sent the town crier to announce 
that he will charge nothing for consultations. 
He has many visitors, all of whom he sends 
away in the belief that they are more or less 
seriously ill. His fame as a great doctor 
spreads rapidly, and soon we find him in- 
stalled in the one hotel in the place, with 
patients thronging around him from far and 
near. He boasts that he found St. Maurice 
completely indifferent to medical science. and 
that in three months he could point to two 
hundred and fifty night lights in the bed- 
rooms Of as many houses in the town. 
so many stars shining in honour of the great 
goddess, Medicine. Finally he convinces the 
old Doctor Parpalaid that it is necessary for 
him, too, to undergo a course of treatment. 

The part of Dr. Knock fills the whole play. 
It is magnificently carried through by Mr. 

*. J. McCormick, an Abbey actor, whose 
versatility is only equalled by his capacity 
for living the part that he plays. The 
dialogue of the play sparkles with the keenest 
of comedy, and in bringing all the short 
points home Mr. WcCormick is at his best. 

Mr. M. J. Dolan’s Dr. Parpalaid is a very 
fine study, and Miss Christina Hayden gives 
a particularly effective presentation of a 
farmer's wife, who is persuaded that she once 
fell off a ladder, and now suffers from the 
effects of the fall. The finest acting in the 
play, after that of Mr. McCormick, is done 
by Mr. P. J. Carolan. He is a country lout, 
who consults Dr. Knock for the joke of the 
thing, and goes away believing that he has 
but a short time to live. He has few words 
to speak, but his face expresses volumes.

Lactaring to a large audience on Sunday 
aftornoon in the Theatre Royal, Dublin, on 


“ Catholicism or ce?” the Rev. Ronald 
‘Knox, M.A. (Oxon.), said that his business 
that evening was to attempt a prophecy of 
what won happen to non-Catholic religion 
in England within the next fifty cr one 
hundred years. ‘To prophesy about Catholic- 
ism was a mere batren calculation of statis- 
tics. Catholicism could not be modified r 
adapted so far as its main structure was 
concerned; their colours were nailed to he 
niast; what they were, what they would be. 
But the non-Catholic religion around them, 
upon its own confession, had altered its whole 
outiook during the last hundred years, and 
was altering its outlook still. In saying this 
he referved to England only, because he did 
not intend to discuss the future of the non- 
Catholic Pron ape in Ireland, 

The Church of England was now an uncom- 
fortably smali fraction of the population. 
The English Nonconformists were not in a 
better pene and far the most significant 
thing that they had lived through in English 
politics was the death within the last ten 
vears of the Liberal Nonconformist vote. The 
ry ati which used to constitute the driv- 
ing force of that very important political in- 
fluencé had gone almost entirely to swell the 
ranks of the Labour Party, which was offi- 
cially non-sectarian. He did not meat, to 
imply that England was turning Atheist. 
Theré were Atheists, of course, but they were 
professional Atheists of a doctrinaire Bocial- 
ists. In these lean davs the drift of 
Protestant theology was away from the 
supernatural. Everything must be done that 
it was possible to do by way of making 
religion easier for these half-hearted sup- 
porters. The moment that absolute confidence 
im a supernatural revelation went theology 
began to be dictated from below, not from 
above; the principles of it were laid down 
by the pupil, not by the teacher. The 
standard of dogmatic truth was not what 
they believed, but what they could make 
other people believe; those twenty-nine 
millions who did fot accept organised 
Christianity had almost more weight in theo- 
wipes councils than tha four millions who 

id, 

ANGLO-CATHOLICS. 

The drift, as he said, was away from the 
supernatural all the time. This fact was very 
much obscured at present, so far as the 
Church of England was concerned, by the 
activities of those people who called them- 
selves Anglo-Oatholics. They were not re- 
sisting the drift; they were only distracting 
altention from it. While they were imitating 
all external fashions of catholicism they were 
loosing with their co-religionists the grip 
which they once had of those fundamental 
truths on which the whole Christian revela- 
tion reposed. Once they looked beneath the 


| surface they would find, he thought, that the 


Anglican Church was going the same way as 
the Nonecvnformist bodies. 

What was really happening to-day in Pro- 
testant England was that the whole ground 
of religious belief was being shifted bodily. 
The attempt was being made to give theology 
the position of an empirical science, like 
chemistry, instead of an exact science, like 
pure mathematics. And that attempt was un- 
consciously an attempt to satisfy the mood 
of the man in the street. Catholics were com- 
mitted, not only by common-sense, but by 
ecclesiastical definition, to the statement that 
the claims of their religion could be proved. 
They recognised that although faith itself was 
a gift, there were rational motives which ought 
to lead up to the act of faith. The existence 
of God could be proved by philosophy, and 
the facts of Our Lord's life, itis miracles and 
His resurrection could be proved as a matter 
of history. Protestantism, in its origin, re- 
jected all this method of proof. It insisted 
that faith was not an act of the intellect, but 
an act of the will, which allowed of no reason- 
ing and no discussion, but as time went on it 
was realised that this was not enough, that 
Christians should be prepared to give an 
account of the faith that was in them. Pro- 
testant writers had done much in times past 
to defend the Christian position against the 
attacks of its enemies, and to stem the tide 
of infidelity. To-day all that was practically 
over, and the champions of Protestantism were 
ho longer prepared to share with Catholics 
the burden of proving the fundamentals of 
the Christian faith. It was in philosophy 
that the fact was most noticeable, and, 
roughly speaking, they might say that outside 
the Catholic Church philosophy no longer gave 
any support to the Christian idea of God. 


MODERN PROTESTANTISM. 

It would be quite unfair to say that modern 
Protestantism had given up its belief in the 
history of Our Lord's life, or in its unique im- 
portance. But it was true to say that Pro- 
testant apologists nowadays were frightened 
of historical criticism, frightened of the course 
which its development might take from one 
year to another. The miracles in the Gospels 
were an embarrassment and a cause of hesita- 
tion, because they did not recommend its pro- 
paganda to the mas in the street. Protestant 
theologians were still devoting an enormous 
amount of scholarly and earnest study to the 
Bible, but at the same time Protestant apolo- 
gists did not like grounding their cause upon 
the Gospels. They were not certain how much 
proof they could legitimately rest upon them 
and they were anxious, consequently, to in- 
vent a form of Christian apologeties which 
would be based neither upon a particular 
philosophical conception of God nor upon any 
particular historical interpretation of the 
sacred documents. Protestants said that, after 
all, the ordinary simple-minded Christian was 
not capable of entering into all the subtleties of 
philosophical debates: he was not competent 
to form a jtidgment upon disputed points in 
historical criticism. And yet he believed in 
religion. What if, after all, there is a sixth 
sense is all of them by which religious truth 
could be recognised, but not so highly 
developed in some as in others? There could 
be no religious sense, the lecturer said, unless 
there was a religious truth to correspond with 
it. 

Out of that subjective impression he be- 
lieved the Protestantism of the future would 
spin, like a spider, whatever theology and what- 
ever apologetic the Protestantism of the 
future had. The speculations of philosophy, 
the guesses of historians, the 7g ey attitude 
of the natural scientist, would have no right 
and no power to question its convictions. But, 
remember, in the last resort it all depended 
upon subjective impressions in people's minds. 
It was upon a subjective impression, upon a 
kind of intuition, that the whole thing de- 

ended. That was the goal to which he saw 
Srokeslaiblen hurrying in his dream. Fur- 
ther, in his dream—his nightmare—he saw 
the future development of popular science, 
which was the science that influenced popular 
thought by the questions people were discnse- 
ing. Whenever some humble devotee of the 
natural science found, or thought he found, a 
key which unlocked the knowiedns of a new 
department of nature the popular literature of 
the day and, above all, the journalism of the 
day, tried to make that key fit the whole of 
existence and explain the whole of existence. 
And in the process it was always religion 
which suffered. 


POPULAR THOUGHT. 

the present century it was pretty 
that there would be some 
craze, some catch-word, some dominating 
notion, derived from the science of the 
day which would react upon popular thought. 
His prophesy was that the whole move- 
ment among scientific people, which was 
crudely called by the name of psycho- 
analysis, was only the beginning of a great 
psychological ramp comparable to the great 
biological ramp of the last century. He 
believed that when this wave of psychology 
came in contact with the popular religion 
of the day it would hit it right in the 
solar plexus. Baeghssl Lhe religion of 
to-morrow would pm all ite faith to the 
value of a state of mifid, an intuition, that 
state of mind which found satisfaction in 
Christianity. By the time religious ex- 
perience had been acclaimed as the sole proof 
of the Christian religion, psycho-analysts 
would, fot all he knew, be" offering cheap 
cures for religious experience—that religious 
instinct was a perverted form of the sex 
instinct. One way or another, they would 
have an éxplanation to produce why some 
people found religion suited them, And in 
the eyes of everybody who believed that 
sort of talk the last argument in favour af 
Christianity would be gone. 

He was terribly afraid that this new deter- 
minism which the modern psychologists were 
reaching was going to involve heavy losses 
for the already depleted ranks of non-Catholic 
Christianity, It was silly of Catholics, he 
proceeded, if they allowed themselves to feel

CALEDONIAN CONCERT.

SONGS AND INSTRUMENTAL 
MUSIC. 


The Caledonian concert at La Scala, Dublin, 
yesterday afternoon, was disappointing to the 
many who went to hear the old Scotch songs 
sung in the traditional manner. Four aa 
known singers appeared under the auspices of 
the Dublin Burns Club, All the songs were 
described as by ‘‘ Robbie Burns,’’ but at no 
time did it feel entirely like a concert of the 
old Scotch music, 

The music of the songs of Burns is simple, 
and when the vocalist treats them in the 
florid style most of their charm evaporates. 
Two of the singers were well-known operatic 
principals, and they sang theatrically. The 
most pleasing item was ‘‘ Huntingtower,”’ by 
Miss Christine Gordon, and Mr. Alan 
Johnstone, the last-named a first tenor of the 
Beecham Opera Company. This would have 
been completely enjoyable but for the gestures 
and the encore number. It was disappointing 
to have ' Home to Our Mountains” at a 
Caledonian concert, Mr. Herbert Cameron 
very nearly got the right feeling into ‘‘ Gae 
fetch to me a pint of wine,” but later on he 
was hot successful in his rendering of “ Mac- 
Gregors Gathering,” and Miss Raymonde 
Amy, of the Carl Rosa Company, the 
soprano, was best in ‘‘My heart is sair for 
somebody.’’ Mr. Clarke Barry’s band played 
several pieces during the concert. 
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instructed Catholic was not open to the same 
dangers, it was still true that the reper 
cussion of these movements of thought made 
itself felt among them.

fail; not that for them there could be any 


hesitation or doubt, but they would achieve 


isolation and a publicity. Non-Catholic 
Christianity, which had _ protected them 
hitherto, conkered now by the worm of 


rationalism, would afford them no longer its 
ephemeral shade—they would face the glare. 
And the generation of Catholics that follows 
them would need, under that closer scrutiny, 
calm faith and ready loyalty and unaffected 
holiness. 


REPLY TO THE LECTURE, 


The Rev. T. €, Hammond, preaching in the 
Mission Church, Townsend street, Dublin, at 
Evening Service, replied to Father Knox's 
lecture. 

In the course of his remarks, he said that 
Father Knox's argument was that Pro- 
testantism had failed; therefore, what he 
called Catholicism was the enly refuge for 
the distressed and afflicted sons of men. From 
the beginning to the end of the lecture there 
was not a single reference to the power of 
God. God, it was true, was mentioned as a 
kind of theological formula for the lecturer 
to hang his arguments on, but the idea that 
He was a living power in the world seemed 
to him to be unworthy of particular notice. 
Father Knox did not define this mysterious 
Catholicism which he professed to represent. 
Why. how and when it worked were all left 
to the fervid imagination of an Irish audi- 
ence. The lecturer rather left hig audience 
in confusion with regard to his reference to 
two express trains, and it was not surprising. 
because, as he told his audience, this occurred 
in a nightmare which he had. The solution 
was left- hanging in the air. 

Regarding the lecturer’s statement that 
Roman Catholics should not glory in the fact 
that Protestantism was going to pieces and 
losing its hold on spirituality, Mr. Hammond 
asked why did not that Church glory in the 
disintegration of a system which for three 
hundred years had assaulted the Roman 
Catholic Church. The answer was, that when 
Protestantism went the Roman Catholic 
Church would stand isolated, carrying a flag 
of desperate adventure, under all the weight 
of the world’s criticism and hostility which 
would be directed against it. The Roman 
Church would then find itself in the position 
of helpless spectators, and he (Mr. Hammond 
would be i tars to stand before a body o 
intelligent people, to invite men and women 
to join a Church which would be in a posi- 
tion of splendid isolation and powerless to 
help and uplift the world. 


THE ENGLISH CHURCH. 

Referring to the statements made that the 
English Church was losing her hold on the 
people, and that the ground of her belief 
was shifting, he pointed out that the Church 
of Roma had also changed in many things, 
and instanced that she would not to-day deal 
with a “ heretic”’ as she did in days gone 
by. Even if Protestantism became dis- 
integrated, what would the Church of Rom’s 
osition be? Unbelief, even before the 
ormation, was rampant, and it could 
i ide. Even at the Reform 
Catholicism could not hold in bondag 
inteliect of men. Alteration in the policy 
of a Church did not imply an alteratjon in 
the ground-work—it distinctly protected it. 


For the time being, those who seek fresh

Alderman Sir William Turner, J.P., 
was installed as Lord Mayor for the fourth 
year in stccéssion at a special méeting 
of the Belfast Corporation last Saturday. 
At the same time Alderman Oswald f 
Janiison (Nationalist) was elected first on 
the list of persons qualified to fill the 
position of High Sheriff. The appointment 
of Sheriff is made by the Govérnor- 
General, who invatiably acts tipon the 
Corporation's recommendation. 

Sir Crawiprd McCullagh, propdsing the 
re-election of Sir William Turner as Lord 
Mayor, said that for three years Sir William 
had discharged his duties with oredit to him- 
self and to the city. He had been ably 
assisted by Lady Turner, whose work the 
vitizens gréatly appreciated, 

The motion was seconded by Mr. Lyle Hail, 
and, in supporting it, Alderman Byrne 
(Nationalist) said that Sir William Turner had 
won the gratitude of every citizen, and they 
all withed him a successful year of office. 

The motion was passed by acclamation, and 
Sir William Coates then invested Sir William 
Turner with his robes and chain of office, 

LORD MAYOR'S THANKS. 

The Lord Mayor, returning thanks for the 
honour conferred upon him, mentioned that 
his wife had assisted him whole-heartedly 
during the past three years and bad evinced 
an active interest in every movement for the 
welfare of the city. He expressed keen regret 
at the résignation of the Marquis of London: 
derry and Mr. Frank Workman, D.L., from 
the Corporation, and said that the Education 
Act would always be a monument to the 
former's foresight, sagacity and thorough 
grasp of the needs of the rising generation, 

e was glad to say that the past year had 
heen marked by 4 continuaide of peace in 
the city. He hoped that with a feeling of 


goodwill brighter days were in store, and that i 


unemployment, with its consequent distress, 
would soon be a thing of the past. It was, 
unfortunately, true that there were many 
petsons out of work, but he thought that signs 
were not wanting of a revival of trade. 

The Lord Mayor then reviewed the work of 
the Corporation 's trading départments during 
the year, and said that, ag «a Corporation, 
they could claim that they had carried ont 
their duties fearlessly, faithfully, and unsel- 
fishlv. He mentioned that the ovtput from 
the gas works had increased from 1,816 mil. 
lion feet in 1905 to 3,688 million feet in 1926; 
that the number of consumers of electricity 
had increased by 2,060 during the year; and 
that there was a surplus of £4%, on the 


working of the tramways for the financial 
year. The number of oon hae. carried by 
the tramway cars was 101,476,902, a ‘‘record 


in the history of the undertaking. ., 

Dealing with the work of the City Sur- 
veyor’s Department, the Lord Mayor remarked 
that it had been somewhat severely criticised. 
The amount of work it had carried out, 
chiefly for the relief of unemployment, had 
been abnormally heavy. The number of 
lans approved for all classes of buildings was 
813, and the estimated cost of the struc- 
tures was £1,468,593. 

Sir William Turner acknowledged, with 
gratitude, the assistance that he had received 
from the Town Clerk and other officials 
during the year. 


THE SHRIEVALTY. 

Councillor Macartney, the retiring High 
Sheriff, moved :—‘‘ That Alderman Oswald 
Jamison, Councillor 8, Donald Cheyne, and 
Councillor Major Hall-Thompson be selected 
in the order named as persons qtialified to fill 
the office of sheriff.’’ 

Alderman Barron seconded, and the resolu- 
tion was tinanimously adopted. 

Alderman Jamison, who was cordially re- 
neived, aftey congratulating the Lord Mayor 
on his re-election, said that it was a very 
great honour, indead, to be elected as sheriff 
of one's native city. In the past the Counell 
had elected to-this important position men 
who had given gréat public servicés or who 
had distinguished themselves in civic life and 
administration, and, therefore, he felt the 
honour of the compliment all the more. He 
claimed no merits except a passionate desire 
for mtitual understanding and good-will 
amongst all classes of the people—(Hear, 
hear)—and for the peace and prosperity of 
this great city, which they were all proud to 
claim as their own. (Renewed applause.) 

Councillor Donald Cheyne thanked the 
members for the honour done him in placing 
his name sécond on the. list. 

The Lord Mayor said that the very fact 
that the names for the office of High Sheriff 
had heen passed unanimously showed that 
the Corporation had the fullest confidence in 


them. Any one—and all—of the three

A vote between Whelan and Robinson on 
arty lines—the Labonr members abstaining 
rom voting—resulted in six for Robinson 
and five for Whelan, whereupon the Clerk 
declared the vote lost, as there was not a 
majority of thé members present in favour 
of the amendment. 

The next vote, which was taken hetwéen

Mr. Robinson then snggested that the 
names of the three catididates should be put 
in the hat again, and the first drawn out to 
he declared Chairman. He, for one, would

A claim for £10,000 for the malicidds burn- 
ing of Mount: Talbot House, the residence*of 
the late Mr. W. J. Talbot, on the banks 
of the Suck, at the junction of the County 
Galway and the County Roseémmon, cane 
hefore Judge Roche at Roscommon on Satur- 
day. 

Mr. W. J. Shannon, K.C.; who. with Mis 
Dillon Leech (instructed by Mi. F. 6.” 
McSherry), appeared for the applicant, said 
that Mr. W. J. Talbot and his wife lived 
on the property at Mount Talbot up to 1922. 
They suffered from raids that were common 
in the country at the time. As the result of 
a raid Mrs. Talbot was removed to a Dublin 
hospital, and only lived for twenty-four hours 
afterwards. .Mr. Talbot alana. was taken to a 
Dublin hospital, where he died a year after- 
wards. The property now devolved on John 
Talbot, a minor, who was a ward of the 
Lord Chief Justice, under whose order these 
proceedings were taken. | 


After Mr. Talbot and his wife had left 
Mount jlalbot, National forces went into 
posséssion, and on the Sth or 6th of July, 


1922, they were attacked by Irregular forces 
and a pitched battle took place, resulting in 
very serous damage to the house. Two » 
after the battle the National troops left the 
house, which remained open to attack from 
any party that so wished, with the result 
that the house was -practically yutted. 

They had agreed on the figure of £3,200 as 
compensation, with a partial reinstatement 
condition. Subject to his lordship’s apprevai, 
they proposed to erect six dwellinghouses on 
Kimmage road, Dublin. They also made a 
elaim for £900 for damage done to the place 
after the owner had gone oat of occupation. 
Valuable fences were “hnorked down and dis- 
mantled, gates were taken away, and about 
1,500 trees were taken out of a plantation. 

Mr. J. T. Hession, of the firm of Hession 
Brothers, contractors, Roscommon, who made 
a ‘valuation of the damage to the estate ont- 
side the house, said that fences were knocked 
down, iron stanchions taken out of the 
concrete, wooden stakes pulled op, ond some 
thousands of yards of iad and netting had 
disappeared. Twenty-one gates were stolen. 

large section of a boundary wall was 
knocked flat, evidently for the purpose of 
removing the timber. 

Mr. M. J. Kelly said that the cutting 
down of trees was contindous during the 
summer of 1925. Carts and horses were 
brought openly to the place to remove the 
timber. There wae a general looting of the 
place after the Talbots had left.

Stanley Baldwin’s good-humoured conduct 
of affairs public opinion has begun to set 
itself resolutely against the obstinate and 
unhelpful parties in all disputes. In con- 
sequence of this the National Wages Board, 
having heard the rival cases, was able fo 
issue an award which met with general 
approval, not merely among the public, 
but among the parties to the dispute them- 
selves. Last Friday a delegate conference 
of the railway workers defied the recom- 
mendations of the chief leaders of the men 
and rejected the award, thus threatening 
crisis. Representatives of the 
men's union were instructed to seek two 
concessions from the companies over and 
above what the Wages Boar. has awarded. 
There would be small value in provisions 
for arbitration in disputes if parties held 
it legitimate to seek modifications to de- 
cisions before accepting them. For this 
reason the desired concessions may be 
refused without debate; but there are 
signs that a happier solution will be found. 
The amendments in the award which are 
demanded are, first, that adult workers 
newly appointed to the railway service 
shall not be paid only at the base rate, 
and, second, that the base rates shall be 
treated as irreducible, even if the cost of 
living should fall yet further. The latter 
demand raises a big question of principle: 
but it is thought that the delegate con- 
ference would find. scant support in 
challenging the masters upon an issue 
which thus is raised for the first time. 
Perhaps, the action of the conference may 
be regarded as the unconsidered and expir- 


of philosopher. In effect, he was father of 
the Neo-scholastic movement which, with its 
headquarters at Louvain, has sought to re- 
store to the Latin Church the pe 
influence which it exerted in medieval times. 

Is 1879, Leo XIII., the Pope who bent his 
energies to combat modernism, recommended 
in his enevelical term Patris the revival 
of the study of St. Thomas Aquinas. At 
Louvain a ‘chair of Thomistic Philosophy 
was founded in 1880, and to it Monsignor 
Mercier was appointed in 1882. In the 
‘nineties, the Znatitut supérieur de philosophie 
or Ecole St. Thomas d’Aquin, at Louvain, 


became the centre of a revival to which many 


eminent scholars, working under Monsignor 
Mercier. contributed. In his Rérue Neo- 
scholastique, Monsignor Mercier enunciated a 
belief in co-operative philosophic research, 
and spoke of ' the need of union between 
the synthetic mind and the analytic, in order 
to: secure, by daily contact and joint action, 
the harmonious development of philosophy 
and science. '' 
. * * * a -” 
Monsignor Mercier repudiated the notion 
that the school of philosophy must work as a 
body deliberately seeking to assist the 
apologetics of the Christian advocate, instead 
ot as a disinterested seeker after philosophic 
truth. In his own words, stared ia 1891—- 
‘The preconceived idea is entertained that a 
Cstholic sarant is a soldier in the service of 
his religious faith, and that, in his hands, 
science 1s but a weapon to defend his Credo. 
In the eyes of a great many people, the 
Catholic savant seems to be always under 
tie menace of excommunication or entangled 
in dogmas which hamper him, and compelled, 
for the sake of Joyhity to his faith, to re- 
nounce the disinterested love of science and 
its free cultivation,” 

In the same year he complained that 
modern universities include too much or too 
little of science in their ‘systems of 
education, either -concentrating on tech- 
nica! facts and details with which philosophy 
is not concerned, or else denying a teaching 
of those conclusions which are necessary to a 
philosophical knowledge of the world. 

Monsignor Mercier thus defined the pro- 
vince of philosophy :—‘* La connaissance 
approfondie de l’ordre unirersel, des deroirs 
qui en résultent pour l'homme, et de la 
science que Uhomme acquiert de la réalité.”’

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Art and the State. 


Last week Sir Joseph Duveen, in a 
letter to the British Premier, observed 
that the French Gevernment regarded art 
as a matter of at least equal importance 
to the nation as railroads, and he appealed 
for action by the British Government to 
assist national art. British painting, 
etching, drama, architecture, sculpture 
and handicrafts are producing better work 
to-day than has been seen in Britain since 
the eighteenth century; yet patrons who 
pay fabulous competitive sums for 
“antiques”? grudge eve: petty prices for 
the creations of living genius. After dis- 
cussion of Sir Joseph Duveen’s appeal the 
Faculty of Arts has proposed practical 
measures whi-h might be adopted by the 
State in order to give contemporary art 
in Britain something of the public recogni- 
tion which it enjoys on the Continent. It 
is suggested that definite funds shall le 
allocated to the Office of Works for the 
decoration of public buildings in the best 
style of the age, and that a fund shall 
be established under Government control 
for the purpose of acquiring works of 
contemporary art for presentation to the 
Dominion Governments or cities as tokens 
of British ideals. A subsidy for a National 
Theatre is recommended and a larger 
public recognition—as, for instance, in the 
Honours Lists—of the services rendered by 
artists to the dignity and fame of the 
nation.

From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


We all went to Belfast last Saturday 
very confidert that Ireland was going to 
win. The larg> crowds that filled the 
excursion trains were in that rare good 
humour that anticipates a certain victory, 
and one overheard respectable family soli- 
citors offering to take odds against 
Ireland's winning the triple crown this 
year. Of course, there were the inevitable 
pessimists ; those who said that the field 
at Ravenhill would not be wet enough to 
give the Irish forwards a chance of play- 
ing the Frenchmen on equal terms, those 
whose particular Rugby hero had failed 
get his cap, and who saw nothing /but 


disaster «head; and, finally, the anny 
ones, who declared. that whenever we were 


cocksure of success we were almosf certain 
to lose. á 

Fortunately they were wrong ; but they 
were very nearly right. Ireland did win, 
by. eleven clear. points; but those French- 
men gave us a nasty Íright, and on the 
way back to Dublin there was very little 
talk about the triple crown. I have seen 
many Rugby internationals in which Irish 
teams have been beaten badly, but I ‘never 
Saw a green-jerseyed fifteen give such a 
poor display of football as was given at 
Ravenhill last Saturday. 


POOR FRENCH BACKS. 


The. French backs,."with one or two notable 
éxceptions, played wretchedly. Very few of 
them had been” chosen © originally to. play 
against Ireland, and so far as the back divi- 
sion was concerned, Ireland really was play- 
mg against an “AA” team. If Jaurreguy 
had been in .his place, if there had been a 
Hamilton-Wickes, a Macpherson,.a Corbett, 
or a George Stephenson among the French 
three-quarters, the Irish team probably would 
have spent a large part of its time behind its 
own goal line, watching the Frenchmen 
Ss place kicks But those French 

acks could do little right. 

They had a first-rate scrum half in Berges. 
Not only did he give Mark Sugden an amount 
of trouble, but te got the ball away like 
lightning to Pascot, whose handling was 
magnificent. There, however, jit ended. 
Pascot got numberless chances, and always 
looked as if he was going to break through; 
but something always happened.. How often 
in the first half did a score seem certain 
when a spectacular passing movement broke 
cown at the last moment? The French backs 
lacked that essential bit of finish, and they 
had not the necessary thrust ‘to pierce the 
Trish defence. 

If the game had depended on the forwards 

the French would have won by a big margin 
of points; for their pack was excellent. Not 
only was it the best pack that France ever 
has put in the field against Treland, but it 
was one of the best that has’ been seen on 
Irish soil for many a long year. The French 
forwards probably were slightly lighter than 
the Irish, but they were faster, keener, and 
cleverer in every way. 
_ From the first moment of the game they 
had the measure of the Trish pack, and they 
kept it right up to the end. They got the 
ball from four out. of every five scrums, and 
in the fifth, as likely as not, they wheeled 
and carried the ball at their feet. Even 
when they were playing a forward short for a 
large part of the. second half, they retained 
their mastery. It was they who gave us 
some of those old “Irish ” rushes, ‘sweepifg 
up the field with irresistible dash, and then 
heeling the ball just at the right moment. 
It was they who got the ball out: of touch, 
broke up like.a Scots pack, and generally 
did everything that we have been led to 
expect an Irish pack to do. They certainly 
are magnificent forward. 


FAILURE OF IRISH FORWARDS. 


What shall be said of the Irish eight’? The 
fact that they were up against better men 
seemed to have hypnotised them, and their 
play had all the irritating languour of a 
“slow motion’’ cinematograph film. Un- 
doubtedly, they missed W, F. Browne, but 
even he could not have made them into a 
good Irish pack; for they lacked that “devil” 
that has characterised the great forwards of 
the past, and played without seeming to have 
their hearts in the game. 

The Irish backs, on the other hand, shone 
in comparison with the French,. Both Sugden 
and Davy played well at half, making the 
most of their rare opportunities, although at 
times the former was harassed considerably 
by Bioussa, the French “winger,” who had 
remarkable speed and acted as a very effec- 
tive spoiler of Sugden’s moves. 

Ireland was saved by her full back and her 
two centre three-yuarters. Crawford was safety 
personified, and took his side out of many an 
awkward corner. Tom Hewitt was equally 
sound in attack and defence. doing everything 
with that touch of ‘‘class’’ that marks a 
great footballer. Time and again he turned 
defence into attack, and was always a danger 
to France when. he got the ball. But ‘t was 
George Stephenson, after all, who gained the 
day. But for him Ireland would have been 
in a sorry case. His first. try was scored 1s 
a result of a brilliant opening made by Davy, 
but without his speed and verve. it could 
not have been scored. -His other try was 
lucky, it is true—he fielded a French kick 
near the line and almost walked in—but it 
was typical of Stephenson, and of the part 
that he played in the game, that he should 
have been the wlayer into whose arms the 
ball fell. He has that almost uncanny 
knack of anticipation which makes really 
great three-quarter play look so easy! 


OUTSTANDING INCIDENTS. 


It must not be thonght that, because it 
was a bad game, it had no thrills. There 
were some very exciting incidents, indeed. 
One was when little Graule, the only man 
of international class in the French back 
div’sion, made a _ beautiful opening and 
dashed for the Irish line. He swerved and 
side-stepped in a way that proclaimed him a 
first-class player. He must have. evaded half 
a dozen Irishmen before he gave a perfect 
pasa to his wing man, only to see the latter 
bundled ignominiously into touch. 

Another was when George Stephenson's 
first penalty kick sent the ball sailing straight 
for the goal, only, at the last fraction of a 
second to swerve. outside the post. At that 
period of the game a French victory looked 
probable, and one felt that the success of 
that. penalty would have made all the 
difference. But. the real thrill was at that 
moment when we thought that Denis Cussen 
was going to make football history by scor- 
ing: a ‘try that would have recalled the un- 
dying feat of poor Basil MacLear. 

‘It was in the second half, when Ireland 
was eight points ahead, but the issue was 
very much in doubt.

FINAL DETAILS.

The terms of the statement made by the 
Governor of the Bank of Ireland last 
Friday on what he called the “vexed 
question of double taxation” have been 
noted with pleasure by the numerous 
persons in the Free State whose income 
includes outside investments. 

It is not stretching the implication of 
the words to say that they mean that 
agreement exists between the British and 
Free State Governments as to the general 
method to be adopted, and that distinct 
 Erogrss has been made in the devising of 

afeguards. The latter, of course, has 


all along; but the announcement, which 
Mr. J. X. Murphy was authorised to make, 
suggests that the. -discussion within 
measurable reach of finality. 


DETAILS BEING CONSIDERED. 

Mr. Murphy, in his speech from the 
chair at the Bank of Ireland meeting last 
Friday, stated that he had been in close 
touch with the Government, and, he went 
on : 


is 


‘““L am happy to say that there is everv 
possibility of an arrangement, which will 
be satisfactory to all parties, being 
reached in the near future. The details 
of the proposal are, I understand, at 
present under the consideration of both 
Governments, and it is hoped that a 
welcome announcement or the subject will 
shortly be made.” 


That is a distinct advance on any 
| previous reference to the subject in in- 
formed quarters. 


THE PRESENT POSITION. 

The position existing at present is that 
when, for example, dividends are being 
paid by companies in London, income tax 
is deducted, as the phrase goes, “at the 
source.’’ The recipient in the Free State 
is not liable to pay tax to the British 
Government to the full extent of the de- 
duction, and is entitl-d to obtain a refund 
of portion of the amount deducted. 

The procedure for obtaining the refund 
is troublesome, and it is necessary, as a 
rule, to employ an expert. Payment for 
the expert s service is one loss. Then there 
is delay. In the meantime the recipient 
here will have had to pay tax on his 
income to the Free State Exchequer, and 
will be out of his money for that period 
of delay. 

Complications, and consequently delay, 
are increased when variations occur in 
the rate of income tax, especially when 
changes in the rates in Britain and the 
Free State respectively do not occur 
simultaneously. 


QUESTION OF SAFEGUARDS. 

Residents in Great Britain who receive 
dividends from Irish investments have 
corresponding trouble in the reverse direc- 
tion. There is nothing like a balance 
between the two parties—Free State resi- 
dents receiying income from British sources, 
and British residents receiving income from 
Free State sources. 

The proportion of aggrieved persons to 
total population is greater in the Free 
State than in Great Britain, and Mr. 
Blythe has stated that the Government 
acknowledges “ the importance of assisting 
our people here in getting what is due te 
them in the matter of repayment of income 
tax and relieving them of worry and 
irritation.”’ 

“Egually, he said, when speaking on 
this question last June, “the British 
Government has a right to take the steps 
it thinks proper to safeguard its revenue. 
. » . So far as making any give-and- 
take arrangement is concerned, we are 
willing to do our part, but we cannot do 
more. ”' 

The British Government would be glad 
to be able to dispense with any considera 
able portion of the mass of accounting 
work that has to be done in this con- 
nection, but, on the other hand, it hesitates 
to relax the practice of taxation at the 
source. Both Governments have also to be 
careful to avoid creating any situation of 
which undue advantage could be taken by 
companies or investors. The British 
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- flatters 


Government in particular cannot take part 
in any arrangement which. would make 
possible the use of the Free State in tho 
way in which certain Channel Islands were 
beginning to be used lately, in view of their 
revenue arrangements. 

When the arrangement in view is 
described as ‘‘ satisfactory to all parties,” 
it is hoped that it will avoid-the causing 
of dissatisfaction to banks and corpora- 
tions by the adding of new complications 
to their work. Indications of the nature 
of the plan are awaited with great 
interest. 

MR. BLYTHE’S VIEW. 

In public Mr. Blythe has dealt only in 
general terms with this question, which, 
he confesses, he does not like having to 
try and understand in detail. His tast 
important reference was in the Dail on the 
10th June last. He said then— 

“ We find it impossible to simplify the pro- 
cedure that exists at present, except by a 
very radical change in the entire system, so 
far as double income tax is concerned. We 
are certainly prepared to agree to any reason- 
able scheme that will safeguard our revenue ; 
we cannot afford to lose any substantial sum 
in revenue. 

““ Subject to our revenue being safeguarded, 
we are prepared to agree to apy reasonable 
scheme to-simplify the present arrangement, 
which, we are satisfied, can never be other 
than an arrangement that will cause a great 
deal of delay and irritation. We have been 
continually in correspondence on this subject, 
and a joint investigation of the matter Is at 
present going on.” 


FERMANAGH AND SCHOOLS. 


The controversy over the building of new 
schools in Fermanagh kas been ended for the 
time being by the passing of a resolution by 
the Regional Committee, on Saturday last, on 
the motion of Sir Basil Brooke, that no new 
schools should be erected until a committee 
first took into review the county as a whole, 
and its needs, and reported to the Regional 
Committee.

ST. JOHN, NEW BRUNSWICK, 
Saturday. 

The sailing of the s.s. Ontario, the first 
specially designed vessel for Canadian 
cattle shipments to Great Britain, from 
St. John, and the inauguration of a new, 
service of four vessels of similar type, was 
marked to-day by a function attended by 
representatives of the agricultural and 
cattle industry of Canada, including the 
Federal and Provincial Deputy Ministers 
for Agriculture, and various farmers’ 
organisations. 

The new ships are equipped to carry 
cattle on five decks, of steel and cement 
construction, and are scheduled to make 
a round trip in every twenty-seven days. 

It is expected that the service will 
increase the export cattle trade of Canada 
by at least 50,000 head per annum. 

The s.s. Ontario is bound for Glasgow

SECRET MEETING AT DUBLIN 
MANSION HOUSE. 
(COMMUNICATED. ) 

Plans for the formation of a new political 
group in the Free State have been in the 
hatching now for some time past, but it was 
not until yesterday that definite steps were 
taken to launch the new movement by for- 
mulating a programme for presenation to the 

country. 

A conference representative of different 
Shades of political thought, and having its 
origfn in the dissatisfaction evoked by the 
London Agreement, was held at the Dublin 
Mansion House yesterday afternoon.

An 
official summary of the deliberations, together 
with a statement of policy, will be issued.

IRISH AGRICULTURE. 
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NORTHERN MINISTER AND 
DUBLIN CONFERENCE. 

nterviewed last Friday by a representative 
of the Belfast Telegraph as to his conference 
it. Dublin with Mr. P. Hogan, the Free State 
Minister for Lands and. Agriculture, the 
Right Hon. E. M. Archdale, Minister . for 
Agriculture in the Northern Parliament, 
stated that the whole conference had been 
most. friendly in spirit on both sides, and the 
result was that one of the best day's work 
that has been done for agriculture and its 
collaterals in this country was brought to a 
happy termination. 

This conference, said Mr. Archdale, was a 
necessary preliminary to our taking over this 
part of the duties of the Council of Ireland. 
I found Mr. Hogan to be thoroughly alive 
to the importance of all the questions dis- 
cussed, and he impressed me as a man who 
nut only knew his job, but entered into it 
with real enthisiasm and sound knowledge. 
We covered a very wide field in the course 
of our discussions, and I look forward with 
confidence to far-reaching practical results, 
alike in the marketing of eggs, the registra- 
ticn and supervision of stud cattle, and the 
reduction or stamping out of plant diseases 
aí various kinds, and far-reaching advances 
in relation to.a variety of other questions. 

THE CATTLE TRADE. 

The serious and protracted outbreak of 
foot-and-mouth disease, now prevalent in a 
great part of England, is, naturally, a matter 
of grave concern to that country, and the re- 
strictions they have had to impose upon the 
movements of cattle, shipping, etc., naturally 
reacts upon the cattle trade of Ireland—one 
of the most important industries. . 

There is just a fear that the widespread 
character of this outbreak in England might 
lead: to panicky action and the imposition of 
restrictions upon the Irish cattle trade which 
might be harsh and unjustifiable. There is 
need, therefore, for a common. view point 
as well as common action upon the part of 
the two Governments to protect this ms 
interest from any injurious steps ing 
adopted against it. 

There will, of course, be other conferences, 
said Mr.: Archdale, from time to time upon 
matters of detail, but Thursday's conference 
has enormously cleared the field, and enabled 
the two Governments to move together in 
line in all matters affecting the welfare of 
agriculture throughout Ireland.

HILE the Soviet authorities threaten 

strong action against Chang Tso-lin 

and his forces in regard to the arrest of 

Ivanoff, the Russian manager of the 

Chinese Eastern Railway, it is doubtful 

whether Tchitcherin and his followers are 
in a position to enforce their threat. 

Chang Tso-lin is reported to have ordered 
Ivanoff’s release, but hot upon the heels 
of this report comes news of the arrest 
of all the Russian trade unionists in 
Kharbin, together with the closing of the 
Russian workers’ clubs, upon the ground 
that both the Russian clubs and trade 
unions are illegal. Kharbin is said to be 
like an armed camp, and there are appre- 
hensions of a struggle. 

The Times Riga Correspondent, how- 
ever, believes that the Soviet’s threats are 
bluff ; that Russia, fearing Japanese inter- 
vention, dares not thove; and that the 
Soviet s prestige in the Far East has been 
weakened considerably by late events. 

Messages from our own correspondents 
in Peking show that the situation is un- 
pleasant and by no means free from peril.

TENSE FEELING AT KB ARBIN. 
| PERING 


Ng, Sunday. 

In lengthy reports which foreign legations 
here are despatching to their Governments, 
fears are expressed that China will be in- 
volved before the spring in the worst fighting 
since the Republic was instituted, the area 
involved being larger than France and Ger- 
many combined. This is the result of the 
complications following the Chinese Eastern 
Railway developments, and the remarkable 
troop movements and activity of the rival 
Chinese war lords, who are concentrating 
upon the Lanchow front. Late telegrams re- 
port that a tense feeling exists in Kharbin, 
and that there are apprehensions of a serious 
clash between the Soviet and Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin in connection with the Chinese 
Eastern Railway incident. These telegrams 
openly charge the Chinese with being ready 
to assist Marshal Chang Tso-lin in holding 
the railway at Changchun. 

The additional vigorous Note from Moscow 
to the Foreign Office demanding the instant 
release of M. Ivanoff, the Russian manager 
of the railway, and the Soviet Ambassador’s 
telegram to Marshal Chang Tso-lin, threaten- 
ing to occupy the railway with Red troops 
unless M. Ivanoff is liberated from the milt- 
tary headquarters at Kharbin, where he is 
confined, has caused much perturbation here. 
The Soviet Military Attaché has arrived 
at Kharbin, where he is reported to 
be arranging the massing of 
troops at Yogranitchnia and Manchult, 
for the occupation of the railway in both 
directions. The entire block of buildings at 
Kharbin, where the Soviet Consulate is 
situated, is occupied by Chinese troops, who 
are barring entrance to all but members of 
the Consulate. 

The arrests of the Soviet General Manager, 
M. lvanoifi, and three of his departme. tal 
chiefs, appear to have been made by Chang 
Huan-Hsiang, Commander of the Chinese 
Military Guard, under orders from Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin. Trustworthy telegrams from 
Kharbin and Mukden assert that the 
Chinese merchants fully sustained Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin’s attitude, while the officials 
of the Japanese-owned South Manchuria Rail- 
way and all Japanese business interests also 
openly support it. This has aroused an 
intense Russian feeling, because Japan 1s 
secking possession of this railway to Kharbin. 
The Soviet Embassy is communicating 
frantically with Moscow regarding the terms 
of Japanese aggression under Chinese cover, 
but it admits that it is extremely doubtful 
whether Russia is in a position to send Red 
troops to occupy the railway. Some quarters 
regard the present provocative attitude of 
the Manchurian War Lord as a counter to 
tho Soviet penetration of Mongolia and the 
courting of the Christian General, Feng Yu- 
hsiang. 

SOVIET ENVOY’S ACTION. 
PEKING, Sunday. 

Karakhan, the Soviet envoy in Peking, 
yesterday received a telegram from Tchit- 
cherin, the Soviet Foreign Commissioner, 
stating that on Friday the Chinese military 
authgrities arrested Ivanoff, the Soviet 
gef™.1 manager of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way, without attempting to settle the matter 
by negotiations with the Soviet Government. 
““We expect the Chinese Government,” the 
message runs, “io take the necessary mea- 
sures for a peaceful settlement without evad- 
ing the investigation of cases of violation of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway Treaty. We 
demand that within three days order shall be 
fully restored on the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way; that the Treaty shall be fulfilled, and 
Ivanoff released. If the Chinese Government 
is not able to secure the settlement of these 
questions by peaceful methods within the 
stipulated time, the Soviet Government asks 
to be allowed to take steps to secure the ful- 
filment of the terms of the Treaty, and to 
protect the mutual interests. of China and 
Russia on the Chinese Eastern Railway.” 

Karakhan has presented this message to the 
Chinese Executive and the Foreign Minister, 
and has also telegraphed it to Chang Tso-Lin, 
—-(Reuter.)

TRADE UNIONISTS 


ARRESTED. 
MOSCOW. Sunday. 

The Tass Agency reports that the southern 
section of the Chinese Eastern Railway is still 
closed. to traffic and that all members of 
Russian trade unions at Kharbin have been 
arrested by the Chinese authorities. De- 
tachments of Chinese troops have occupied the 
Workers’ Clubs and the trade union premises, 
and the whole city has the aspect of a mili- 
tary camp. 

In his note to Chang Tso-lin, Karakhan, 
the Soviet Envoy, declared :—‘* I ask you for 
the last time to take immediate steps, firstly, 
to release Ivanoff, (the Russian manager of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway), who has been 
arrested, and other railway officials; and, 
secondly, immediately to suppress military in- 
terference with the railway; thirdly, to 
arrange the method of payment for military 
transport, so that im future the sums due can 
be deducted from -the profits of the railway 
which are owing to China.—(Reuter.)

BIG BEQU ESTTO FORMER 
BISHOP OF MEATH.

The late Right Hon, Olivia Chailotte 
Lady Ardilaun, who died at 42 St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin, on the 13th December, 
1925, left a will and four codicils, and 
appointed her nephew, the Honorable and 
Most Reverend Benjamin John Plunket, 
Bishop of Meath, and Blayney Hamilton, 
Esq., to be the executors and trustees 
thereof. 

The value of the property of the testatrix 
can only be approximately estimated at 
this early stage; but it is believed that 
the estate, as at the date of her death 
(including real as well as personal 
property), will amount to a value of about 
£900,000; of which amount £200,000 is 
situate in the Irish Free State and the 
rest in Great Britain. 

In her will, which is a voluminous docu- 
ment, Lady Ardilaun refers to many sub- 
stantial dispositions made by her in her 
life-time, such as an endowment in favour 
of All Saints’ Church, Raheny ; the endow- 
ment of beds ia three Dublin hospitals, 


scholarship at Alexandra College, etc. 

By her will and codicils Lady Ardilaun 
bequeathed numerous personal pecuniary 
legacies, amounting to about £24,000, and 
including legacies to all servants in her 
employment at the time of her death; 
also specific legacies, mainly of . family 
interest, and annuities amounting to 
upwards of £1,800 per annum. After pro- 
viding for the payment of all such legacies 
and annuities, free from duty, the testatrix 
devised and bequeathed all the residue of 
her real and personal property to her 
nephew, the Honorable and Most Reverend 
Benjamin John Plunket. 

The charitable bequests include, upon 
the trusts declared with reference thereto 
respectively, the following :— 

(1)—£500 to the Trustees of St. Patrick's 
Nursing Home, St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin. 

(2)—£1,200 to the Council of the Alexandra 
College upon trust to pay the income 
to the ladies of the Alex-ndra Guild 
who manage the tenement houses in 
Grenville street, Dublin, 

(3)— £1,000 to the Trustees of All Saints’ 
Church, Raheny. 

(4)—£20,000 to the trustees therein named 
upon trust to apply the income as to 
two-thirds thereof for the assistance in 
the education of sons of irish gentry, 
being members of the Church of 
ireland, and preferably members of 
families who are in reduced circum- 
stances owing to loss of income from 
their Irish landed estates; and sons of 
professional men, being members of the 
said Church; and as to the remaining 
one equal third part thereof for the 
assistance in the education of sons of 
clergymen of the Church of Ireland. 
Such Trust is to be known as the “Lady 
Ardilaun Educational Endowment,"’ 
and the recipients are to be called the 
“ Lady Ardilaun Scholars.’’ 

(5)—£500 to the trustees therein named 
upon trust to pay the income to the 
authorities of Mercer’s Hospital, 
Dublin, for supplying the hospital 
patients and servants with a special 
Christmas dinner to be known as 
“ Lady Ardilaun’s Dinner.'’

RUSSIA MAY SEND TWO 
DELEGATES.

GENEVA, Sunday. 

The preparatory conference on disarma- 
ment, which was fixed by the Council of the 
League of Nations to begin at Geneva on 
February 15, has been postponed until April 
15. 

The announcement is made in a note from 
Sir Eric Drummond, | Secretary-General to 
M. Georges Chicherin, the Soviet Commissar 
for Foreign Affairs, concerning Russia's 
participation. 

M. Chicherin advised Sir Eric that the 
Moscow Government is willing to be  repre- 
sented at the conference by two delegates— 
Professor Cuenfel and the President of the 
Co-operative Unions, M. Khintchouk—on 
condition that the meeting is not held on 
Swiss soil. 

The League authorities, however, believe 
that Russia’s unwillingness to take part in 
any meetings held in Switzerland will be over- 
come through the negotiations now going on 
at Berne between the Swiss and Russian 
Governments, through the intermediary of 
M. Jean Hennessy, the French Minister 
there. 

It is reported that the Swiss Government 
is prepared to express again its regrets at the 
assassination of M. Vorovsky and to grant his 
widow a pension. This conforms to the 
demands from Moscow. .

railwa The National Union of Railway- 
men, it proceeds, is raising two distinct, but 
nearly related, questions. It was decided by 
the Wages Board that new entrants to the 
service should be paid the basis rate of wages 
of their grade, but not the cost of living 
bonus, “and similarly that individuals pro- 
moted from a junior to a senior grade should 
receive the basis wage only, The Union asks 
the companies to deny themselves this 
economy and to abstain from acting on the 
decision. 

The second cause of grievance is the state- 
ment in the Board’s report, that there has 
been no finding by the Board that the basis 
rates of wages constitute an _ irreducible 
minimum. Merely as an historical record 
the statement is beyond dispute. If offends 
the railwaymen, however, because it ob- 
viously leaves the door open for an applica- 
tion at some future time for an amendment 
oi the basis rates. The men are reported to 
attach the greater immediate importance to 
removing the possibility of the introduction of 
a cheaper class of labour. The other danger 
is farther off, and might be left as a concern 
of the future were it not that, at one and the 
same time, the permanence both of the cost of 
living bonus as the right of every employé 
and of the basis wage is shaken.

GREAT CHURCHMAN’S 
LAST MOMENTS. 


HIS NOTEWORTHY 
. CAREER. 


ARDINAL MERCIER, says a Reuter 
É; telegram, from Brussels,, died at 
three o'clock on Saturday afternoon in 
his seventy-fifth year. His death removes 
one of the greatest of modern Churchmen 
and a personality of world-wide note. 

Sovereigns and rulers, statesmen, naval 
officers and soldiers visited the Cardina! 
in Belgium after the Great War, in which 
he played so notable a part. Among them 
were President Wilson, M. Poincaré, and 
Admiral Beatty. 

To the Admiral he is reported to havea 
said :—‘‘ We know it was only the British 
Fleet which made possible the continua- 
tion of the war until the final result was 
secured, and we admire its splendid work.”’ 

A few weeks ago the Cardinal underwent 
an operation, and, although at first he 
seemed to make good progress, it 
became apparent that his constitution wa: 
not equal to the strain that had beer 
placed upon it. His progress was arrested 
daily bulletins assumed a graver tone, and 
from day to day the Cardinal’s strenctt 
failed, until on Saturday he passed away, 


DUBLIN UNIVERSITY AND THE 
CARDINAL. 

Cardinal Mercier was offered an Honorary 
Degree by the University of Dublin in 1919, 
re accepted the honour in most cordial 
terms: but the troubled condition of Ireland 
in 1920 and for some years prevented His 
Eminence from coming to Ireland.
